VANCOUVER, B.C. Aug. 10-— 
(Canadian Press)—-That the Conser- 
vative Party is determined to op- 
pose any attempt by Premier John 
Oliver to find a seat in the Legisia~ 
ture was the announcement made 
br ©. H. Pooley, MiA., newly 
elected Leader of the Conservative 
Party, at the end of Saturday's gath- 
ering of Consé¥vative members here. 

“The Nelson or any other by- 
election called by the present Gov- 
ernment will be opposed.” declared 
Mr. Pooley. 

He said the meeting was unani- 
mously determined on that point. 

“This decision,* he continued, 
“was based on the manner in which 
the last election was conducted by 
the Government, especially in re- 
gard,to the absentee vote. The Gov~- 
ernment received only thirty-two 
per cent of the votes of the electors, 
and it is clear that the public want 
tu be rid of Oliveriam as speedily as 
possible.”

12 INJURED WHEN MOOSE JAW 
HAS $50,000 DOWN-TOWN FIRE 


MOOSE JAW, Sask., Aug. 10.—Twelve persons were in- 
jured, two seriously, and damage estimated at $50,000 resulted 
from a fire which started in the basement of the Woolworth 
Block and spread to business premises adjoining here tonight. 

When the west wall of the Woolworth Building blew out, 
flying glass inflicted injuries on spectators who had broken 
through the police lines. 

The Woolworth Building, Robinson McBean’s men's fur- 
nishing establishment, a tobacco store and drug store and a 
poolroom were all badly burned. Tenants in the Woolworth 
Building also suffered losses. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but the explosion that 
caused the collapse of the wall is said to have resulted from 
the combustion of the flames.

SPAIN SOLD IN 1819 


Historical Pageants, Military 
Parades, and Services 


Planned For November 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla.. Ang. 10.— 
This, the capital city of Florida, ts 


making preparations for a centen- | 


nial celebration during the week of 
November 9-15, marking the hund- 
redth anniversary of the state as a 
legislative unit. 

The history that lies back of the 
plan for the celebration embodies 
several events that stand out prom- 
inently in the record of the United 


States. In 1818 General Andrew 
Jackson, without authority from 
Congress, but. according to belief 


that has been given expression, with 
tacit consent of the cabinet in Wash- | 
ington, invaded Florida, then Span- 
ish territory. He marched with 3,000 
men from Fort Gadsden on the 
Apalachicola River to St. Marks in 
Wakulla county. raised the -Ameri- 
can flag, hanged two leading Indians 
and two British subjects. 

In consequence of this demonstra- 
tion of Spanish weakness, Spain in 
1819 consented to the purchase of 
Florida by the United States, and by 
1821 every portion of the territory 
‘was surrendered t6 the United States 
and the Spanish flag came down. 
Later, in 1822, a leg‘slative council 
for West Florida was held in Pensa- 


cola, and the next year a lecislative | 


counct! for East Plorida was held in 
St. Augustine 
This form of administration was 


found to present difficulties, however, | 


and an agreement was reached that 
legislation should emanate for the 
whole of the territory from a central 
point equidistant from Pensacola end 
St. Augustine. Thereupon two com- 
missioners were appointed, and early 
in 1824 Indian fields belonging to the 
Seminoles, north of St. Marks. on the 
highlands of the present Leon 
county, were purchased and the site 
of the capital selected. On that site 
the first legislative council for the 
territory of Florida was held in a 
log hut It is this event that is to 
be commemo od. 

The celebration will have as lead- 
ing feature historic pareants. military 
and other parades in Tallahasses, 
while all churches and achools 
throughout the state are expected to 
Jgin in the commemorative exercises.
